We still do not have enough members, to 
make the miniwum of 200 for the mailings. To hire a lawyer to make the 
required changes to comply with the IRS, will cost the club a few hun-- 
dred dollars. It might take five years of mailings to make up for the 
added costs of obtaining the privilege. It is up to the members to make 

this decision.
